Pakistan native 
admits to Times 
Square bomb plot

NEW YORK (AP) — Seized from a plane about to fly to the 
Middle East, a Pakistan-born man admitted training to make 
bombs at a terrorism camp in his native land before he rigged 
a sport utility vehicle with a homemade device to explode in 
Times Square, authorities said Tuesday. 

Faisal Shahzad, a naturalized U.S. citizen who recently spent 
five months in Pakistan, was arrested on terrorism and weapons 
of mass destruction charges for trying to blow up the crude 
gasoline-and-propane bomb amid tourists and theatergoers 
Saturday evening. 

He was in custody after being hauled off a Dubai-bound plane at 
Kennedy Airport that he had been able to board Monday night 
despite being placed on the federal “no-fly” list.

White House pushes to lift liability limit for Gulf spill

WASHINGTON - The 
White House is pushing to 
lift the limit on how much 
BP pays for the Gulf Coast 
oil spill. 

Press Secretary Robert 
Gibbs said Tuesday the 
administration wants to work 
with Congress to change a

law that caps at $75 million 
BP’s liability for economic 
damages like lost wages or 
dwindling tourist dollars. 

BP PLC is responsible for 
all cleanup costs under the 
Oil Pollution Act, but Gibbs 
said that other costs could 
easily top $75 million. 
Democratic Sen. Robert 
Menendez of New Jersey is 
co-sponsoring a measure that 


would raise the liability limit 
to $10 billion. Menendez 
also wants it to be made 
retroactive so it can apply 
to the huge spill that began 
after an oil rig exploded in 
the Gulf on April 20. 

Gibbs said the administration 
supported Menendez’s 
attempts to raise the limit 
retroactively. He also noted 
that if BP is found to have 
acted negligently or violated 
the law, the cap would not be 
in effect. The Oil Pollution 
Act was passed in 1990 
in response to the Exxon 
Valdez spill. 

Menendez said he was 
confident that the liability 
measure could be applied 
retroactively. He cited the 
30-year-old Superfund law 
that has forced companies to 
pay for previously polluted 
hazardous waste sites. 

“This is about making 
Big Oil responsible for its 
excesses,” Menendez said. 


“I don’t trust Big Oil,” added 
Sen. Frank Lautenberg, D- 
N.J., another one of the bill’s 
co-sponsors. 

BP CEO Tony Hayward 
declined to comment on the 
bill. 

“We won’t be entering into 
that legislative discussion,” 
Hayward said at a news 
conference Tuesday. 

Asked whether the company 
expected to spend money 
beyond the $75 million 
limit, Hayward said the cap 
was largely irrelevant. 

“It’s got nothing to do with 
caps. 

All legitimate claims ... will 
be honored,” he said. 

BP says on its website that it 
is committed to paying “all 
necessary and appropriate 
cleanup costs” as well as 
“legitimate and objectively 
verifiable claims for other 
loss and damage caused by 
the spill.” 

Hayward said the company 


was also providing $25 
million block grants to 
Louisiana, Mississippi, 
Alabama and Florida to 
help them respond to the 
incident. 

The federal government 
also maintains an Oil 
Spill Liability Trust Fund 
supported by industry fees. It 
can make a total of $1 billion 
in payouts per incident to 
individuals, businesses and 
governments. 

Roughly 2.6 million or more 
gallons has spilled into the 
Gulf since the April 20 blast 
that sunk an oil rig and killed 
11 workers. 

President Barack Obama 
has said repeatedly that 
taxpayers will not be on 
the hook for the massive 
oil spill, which threatens 
the Gulf Coast. But prior to 
Tuesday the administration 
hadn’t staked out a position 
on how the liability limit 
might be dealt with.Q

Authorities had planned to 
arrest Shahzad, who had 
been under constant watch 
from mid-afternoon, at his 
Connecticut home, but lost 
track of him, two people 
familiar with the probe told 
The Associated Press. The 
people spoke on condition 
of anonymity because they 
weren’t authorized to talk 
publicly about the breach in 
surveillance. 

Authorities shed little light on 
what might have motivated 
Shahzad — who since moving 
from Pakistan to Connecticut 
had acquired a master’s degree 
in business administration 
and a house in the suburbs 
that subsequently was lost to 
foreclosure. He reportedly 
came from a background of 
privilege and wealth — the son 
of a retired air vice marshal. 

A real estate broker who 
worked with Shahzad in 2004 
said the bombing suspect had 
expressed a dislike for former 
President George W. Bush and 
his policy in Iraq. 

Attorney General Eric 
Holder said Shahzad has 
been providing valuable 
information to investigators 
as they sought to determine 
the scope of the plot. A court 
hearing for him was canceled 
Tuesday in part because of his 
continuing cooperation. 
“Based on what we know 
so far, it is clear that this 
was a terrorist plot aimed at 
murdering Americans in one 
of the busiest places in our 
country,” Holder said. 

Holder and other U.S. officials 
did not elaborate on whether 
they believed any international 
terrorist group was involved, 
or whether Shahzad, after his 
training, was acting on his 
own. 

The FBI read Shahzad his 
constitutional rights after he 
provided information, and he 
continued to cooperate, FBI 


Deputy Director John Pistole 
said. 

Shahzad, 30, had been 
identified as the man who 
recently purchased the sport 
utility vehicle in cash and was 
added to the no-fly list early 
Monday afternoon as a result 
of breaking developments in 
the investigation, according 
to a law enforcement official, 
speaking on condition of 
anonymity to discuss an 
ongoing investigation. 
Counterterrorism officials 
send electronic notifications 
to airlines when watch lists 
are updated, but it is up to 
the airlines to check the web 
forum where the notifications 
are sent. If Emirates airlines 
had done this, the airline 
would have been able to flag 
Shahzad when he purchased 
his ticket that night. Because 
they didn’t, law enforcement 
officials were not aware of his 
travel plans until they received 
the flight manifest 30 minutes 
before takeoff, the official 
said. 

Customs andBorder Protection 
officials, who were on the 
lookout for Shahzad since the 
early afternoon, recognized 
his name on the manifest and 
ordered the flight stopped so 
they could arrest him. The 
flight had not left the gate at 
that point, the official said. 
Homeland Security Secretary 
Janet Napolitano credited 
Customs officials with 
recognizing Shahzad’s name 
on the manifest and stopping 
the flight. But she had little 
explanation for how he was 
able to board the plane with a 
last-minute ticket. 

According to the criminal 
complaint filed in federal 
court in Manhattan, Shahzad 
confessed to buying the SUV, 
rigging it with a homemade 
bomb and driving it into 
Times Square. The complaint 
says he admitted to receiving 
bomb-making training in 
Waziristan, Pakistan, a region

where the Pakistani Taliban 
operates with near-impunity. 
The Pakistani Taliban has 
claimed responsibility for the 
bomb plot, but U.S. officials 
say there’s no evidence to 
back that up. 

The complaint charged 
Shahzad with trying to detonate 
a weapon of mass destruction, 
attempted car bombing and 
obstructing interstate and 
foreign commerce by trying to 
kill and maim U.S. citizens. 
The report of Shahzad’s 
training raises the possibility 
the attack was a coordinated 
international effort, but 
authorities have not said 
whether they believe that to 
be the case. 

In Pakistan, authorities said 
they had detained several 
people in connection with 
the bombing attempt, 
although the FBI said it had 
no confirmation that these 
arrests were relevant to the 
case. Reports also surfaced in 
Pakistan that Shahzad came 
from a wealthy family and 
was the son of a former high- 
ranking air force officer. 
President Barack Obama said 
“hundreds of lives” may have 
been saved Saturday night by 
the quick action of ordinary 
citizens and law enforcement 
authorities who saw the 
smoking SUV — a 1993 
Nissan Pathfinder — parked 
in Times Square. 

“As Americans and as a nation, 
we will not be terrorized. We 
will not cower in fear. We will 
not be intimidated,” Obama 
said.Q

WASHINGTON (AP) — 
Congressional Democrats 
say the disastrous oil spill 
in the Gulf of Mexico adds 
urgency to the troubled 
energy reform bill working 
its way through the Senate. 
Misgivings among other 
lawmakers, however, 

leave the bill no clear path 
forward. 

“Personally, I will have a 
very hard time ever voting 
for offshore drilling again,” 
Democratic Sen. Jay 
Rockefeller said Tuesday. 
“It’s too much unknown.” 
With that, Rockefeller joined 
the ranks of Democrats 
lining up against an already- 
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troubled energy and climate 
bill heading to the Senate. 
Its very progress has 
depended on the addition of 
sweeteners to attract support 
from traditional opponents. 
For environmentalists, the 
bill would curb pollution- 
causing gases blamed for 
global climate change and 
crack down on oilcompanies. 
For the “Drill, Baby, Drill” 
types, there is permission to 
drill in new ocean areas near 
a half-dozen states, including 
Alaska and the Atlantic coast 
stretching from Delaware to 
Florida. 

Still, recent accidents in the 
gulf and a West Virginia 
coal mine have intensified 
the political cost-benefit 
analysis facing Congress 
and the White House. 
Mining and drilling for 
energy can be risky and 
costly in human, economic 
and environmental terms. 
Lawmakers and lobbyists 
for environmentalists, 
energy companies, unions 
and utilities are assessing 
whether it is possible to 
balance those interests in an 
election year. 

Congress’ Democratic 
leaders said the spreading 
disaster in the Gulf only adds 
urgency to passing energy 
and climate legislation. 

“I don’t think this is 
something that will stop” 
the bill, House Speaker 
Nancy Pelosi, the senior 
Democrat in the House 
of Representatives, told 
reporters Tuesday. 

“I think that it should spur it 
on,” said he counterpart in 
the Senate, Majority Leader 
Harry Reid, said. “We have 
to take care of this issue.” 
The bill’s Democratic 


sponsor, Sen. John Kerry, 
agreed, saying for better 
or worse, offshore drilling 
is here to stay. “We’re 
not going stop drilling in 
America,” Kerry said as he 
left an afternoon briefing 
on the drilling disaster by 
administration officials. 
Positions on the climate 
bill were shifting against 
its supporters. Two 
moderate Republican 

governors, California’s 
Arnold Schwarzenegger 
and Florida’s Charlie Crist, 
withdraw their support for 
expanded offshore drilling, 
which could hurt efforts to 
round up centrist bipartisan 
backing. 

“You turn on the television 
and see this enormous 
disaster, you say to yourself, 
‘Why would we want to 
take on that kind of risk?”’ 
Schwarzenegger said. He 
previously had backed an 
expansion of drilling off his 
state’s coast. 

Rockefeller was new among 
the ranks of Democrats 
refusing to vote for a bill 
that would expand offshore 
drilling. Others included 
New Jersey Sens. Robert 
Menendez and Frank 
Lautenberg, Nebraska’s 
Ben Nelson and Maryland’s 
Benjamin Cardin. 

The group hardened their 
positions against BP on 
Tuesday, announcing 

a proposal to lift the 
company’s liability cap from 
$75 million to $10 billion, 
and make it retroactive. 
Taken together, the 
Democratic defections put 
the energy and climate 
change bill, which was to 
have been disclosed last 
week, in peril.Q

The Cumberland River that has submerged parts of Nashville’s 
historic downtown was expected to start receeding Tuesday 
after being swollen by flash floods in creeks that feed into it. 
Water submerged parts the Grand Ole Opry House, considered 
by many to be the heart of country music, and the nearby 
Opryland Hotel could be closed for up to six months. 

The flash flooding caught many here by surprise, and 
efforts to warn residents to not drive on flooded streets were 
hampered by power outages. 

As the water began to recede, bodies were recovered late 
Monday from homes, a yard and a wooded area outside a 
Nashville supermarket. 

By Tuesday, the flash floods were blamed in the deaths of 
17 people in Tennessee alone, including nine in Nashville. 
Authorities initially said 10 people were killed by floods in 
Nashville, but on Tuesday, they said one of those people died 
of natural causes. 

Residents and authorities know they’ll find widespread 
property damage in inundated areas, but dread even more 
devastating discoveries. 

“Those in houses that have been flooded and some of those 
more remote areas, do we suspect we will find more people? 
Probably so,” Nashville Fire Chief Kim Lawson said. “We 
certainly hope that it’s not a large number.” 

Businesses along Nashville’s riverfront lost electricity early 
Tuesday. Laurie Parker, a spokeswoman for Nashville Electric 
Service, said a main circuit failed before dawn, knocking out 
power to many downtown businesses, including the 33-story 
AT&T Building and a Hilton hotel. 

The flooding also prompted election officials to delay the 
city’s local primary, which had been set for Tuesday. 

Andy Mason, the concierge at a high-rise building of 
condominiums, said he was been advising residents to leave 
the 330-unit building because power wasn’t expected to be 
restored for three days. 

Thousands of people fled rising water and hundreds were 
rescued, but bodies were recovered Monday from homes, a 
yard, even a wooded area outside a Nashville supermarket. 
By Monday night, the rapidly rising waters were blamed in 
the deaths of 18 people in Tennessee alone, including 10 in 
Nashville. 

The weekend storms also killed six people in Mississippi and 
four in Kentucky, including one man whose truck ran off the 
road and into a flooded creek. One person was killed by a 
tornado in western Tennessee. 

Floodwaters also edged into areas of downtown, damaging 
the Country Music Hall of Fame and LP Field where the 
Tennessee Titans play, though the Ryman Auditorium — the 
longtime former home of the Grand Ole Opry — appeared 
to be safe. It was not immediately known how much damage 
the Hall of Fame or LP Field received. 

Damage estimates range into the tens of millions of dollars. 
Gov. Phil Bredesen declared 52 of Tennessee’s 95 counties 
disaster areas after finishing an aerial tour from Nashville to 
western Tennessee during which he saw flooding so extensive 
that treetops looked like islands. 

The severity of the storms caught everyone off guard. More 
than 13.5 inches of rainfall were recorded Saturday and 
Sunday, according to the National Weather Service, making 
for a new two-day record that doubled the previous mark. 
Dramatic rescues continued into Monday as water crept into 
areas that had remained safe during weekend downpours. 
Authorities and volunteers in fishing boats, an amphibious 
tour bus and a canoe scooped up about 500 trapped vacationers 
at the Wyndham Resort along the river near Opryland. 
Rescuers had to steer through a maze of underwater hazards, 
including submerged cars, some with tops barely visible 
above floodwaters the color of milk chocolate. □

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Iran’s president defiant in face of new sanctions

NEW YORK (AP) — After 
months of campaigning to 
avert new U.N. sanctions, 
Iranian President Mahmoud 
Ahmadinejad summed up his 
case Tuesday and dismissed 
the threat of further economic 
penalties over his country’s 
nuclear program. 

“Experience has proven that 
sanctions cannot stop the 
Iranian nation,” Ahmadinejad 
told reporters at a hotel across 
from U.N. headquarters, 
where a monthlong nuclear 
treaty conference was in its 
second day. 

“While we do not welcome 
sanctions, we do not fear them 
either,” he said. “It seems to us 
thatthe structure ofthe Security 


Council is undemocratic and 
unjust, and is unable to bring 
about security.... This Security 
Council will completely lose 
its legitimacy.” 

Despite Iran’s defiance, major 
powers on the 15-nation 
United Nations Security 
Council appear resolved to 
seek further sanctions. 

Russian Deputy Foreign 
Minister Sergei A. Ryabkov 
said Tuesday he was 
“reasonably optimistic” an 
agreement can be reached on a 
fourth round of sanctions. 

“I do believe the talks are 
slowly moving forward. 
There’s definitely some 
space to bridge over. But I 
wouldn’t over-exaggerate the 
differences,” Ryabkov said. 
The Iranian president has 


calibrated his globe-trotting 
since last year in an effort to 
undermine the pressure the 
U.S. and its allies are trying 
to build against Tehran to 
force it to suspend its uranium 
enrichment program, which 
Western powers allege is aimed 
at building atomic bombs. 

In recent months he has paid 
visits to China and Russia, 
the two nations among the 
Security Council’s five veto- 
wielding permanent members 
that have been reluctant to 
endorse further sanctions on 
Iran, and to rotating members 
such as Uganda and Brazil. 
Now, Ahmadinejad — the 
sole head of state to attend the 
once-every-5 -years Nuclear 
Nonproliferation Treaty 
conference — argues any new 
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Iranian President Mahmoud Ahmadinejad arrives for a news 
conference, during his visit to attend the Nuclear Nonproliferation 
Treaty (NPT) conference at the United Nations headquarters 
Tuesday, May 4, 2010.

sanctions would mean that 
U.S. President Barack Obama 
has given up on his campaign 
to engage Iran diplomatically. 
“We feel that the U.S. 
government will be damaged, 
more than us, by those 
sanctions,” he said. “It’s 
very clear that if the United 
States starts another sanctions 
(regime) against Iran, it 
means that it’s the end of Mr. 
Obama’s effort. It means Mr. 


Obama’s submission. It means 
no change will occur.” 
Ahmadinejad called the U.S. 
disclosures Monday about its 
previously secretive nuclear 
arsenal “a positive step 
forward,” but one that still 
raises questions. 

“It’s no pride to possess 5,000 
bombs,” he said. “Now, how 
can you have the trust of a 
government that announces 
5,000 bombs after 60 years?” 
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Iraq’s Shiites unite to try to form new government

BAGHDAD (AP) — Iraq’s 
two largest Shiite electoral 
blocs announced Tuesday they 
have formed an alliance that 
gives them a strong chance of 
setting up the next government, 
though they have yet to work 
out the contentious question 
of who would become prime 
minister. 

The coalition deal between 
Prime Minister Nouri al- 
Maliki’s State of Law coalition 
and the conservative Shiite 
Iraqi National Alliance leaves 
them just four parliamentary 
seats shy of a ruling majority. 
The union could cement 
Shiite domination of Iraq’s 
government and further 
alienate minority Sunnis who 
lost their positions of privilege 
with the fall of their patron 
Saddam Hussein in the 2003 
U.S.-led invasion. 

Such an outcome threatens 
to stir further violence at an 
especially fragile moment 
in Iraq as American troops 
prepare to withdraw. It could 
also ensure that neighboring 
Shiite power Iran maintains 
influence in Iraqi affairs. 

The coalition deal was 
announced at a news 
conference, but the question of 
who would be prime minister 
could threaten to derail their 
plans to form a government. 
“Despite the challenges and 
the risks, both coalitions 
have agreed to announce 
the formation of a single 
parliamentary bloc,” said 
Abdul-Razaq al-Kazemi of 
the Iraqi National Alliance. 
Al-Kazemi, who took no 
questions from reporters, was 
flanked by officials from State 
of Law and the movement 
of radical cleric Muqtada al- 
Sadr, whose followers make 
up the strongest group in the 
Iraqi National Alliance. 

Iraq’s close fought election 
on March 7 produced no clear 
winner, forcing extensive 
negotiations between 

the political factions and 
deepening divisions as the 
political debate has dragged 
on for almost two months. 
Adding to the confusion are 
the steps al-Maliki has taken to 
challenge the election results, 
which showed his coalition 
with a two-seat deficit to the 


Iraqiya coalition of former 
Prime Minister Ayad Allawi, 
a Shiite who won solid Sunni 
backing by campaigning for 
an end to sectarian politics. 
Al-Maliki successfully 

demanded a recount of 
Baghdad votes, and a 
committee tasked with vetting 
candidates for ties to Saddam 
Hussein’s regime has tried 
to bar many politicians on 
Allawi’s electoral list. 

The Shiite alliance came about 
because the Shiite parties were 
worried about Allawi’s chances 
of forming a government and 
decided to outmaneuver him, 
said Joost Hiltermann from the 
International Crisis Group. 
“The way to prevent Allawi 
from forming a government is 
to make sure he doesn’t get a 
chance,” he said. 

Tuesday’s news raises 
questions about what role the 
Sunnis, who widely backed 
Allawi, would have in any new 
government the Shiite alliance 
would be able to form. Neither 
State of Law nor the National 
Alliance have much more than 
token Sunni support. 

Forming a government that 
excludes them would deepen 
Sunni disillusionment and 
sow further instability. 

Sunni insurgent groups have 
demonstrated they remain 
capable of staging large-scale 
attacks involving multiple 
bombings in the heart of the 
capital despite government 
successes like the recent 
killing of al-Qaida in Iraq’s 
two top leaders. 

The alliance immediately drew 
the ire of Allawi’s Iraqiya. 
A spokeswoman for the 
bloc, Maysoun al-Damlouji, 
warned that this indicated a 
return to sectarianism. She 
said the alliance was designed 
to undermine Iraqiya and, 
alluding to Iran, she said it 
was carrying out the will of a 
“neighboring country.” 

The Shiite alliance will likely 
try to lure Sunnis from Allawi’s 
coalition in an attempt to boost 
their numbers and give their 
coalition at least some degree 
of legitimacy with the Sunni 
community, Hiltermann said. 
Even with Tuesday’s deal, 
serious hurdles remain in 
the way of the new Shiite 
coalition. 


Previous talks to create a pan- 
Shiite alliance failed because 
followers of al-Sadr have long 
been antagonistic to al-Maliki, 
who routed their Mahdi Army 
militia and jailed thousands of 
their supporters.

Mexico finds $3.3M hidden 
in pads, IIIIVI consoles 


MEXICO CITY (AP) — 
Mexican customs inspectors 
found more than $3.3 million in 
cash stuffed into mattress pads 
and television cabinets bound 
for Venezuela, authorities said 
Tuesday. 

The Tax Authority said the 
cash was found Monday after 
gamma-ray scans showed 
unusual shapes inside a 
shipment of home furnishings 
at Mexico City’s international 
airport. Asniffer dog confirmed 
something was odd about the 
shipment, it said. 

Inspectors found layers of 
U.S. bills in denominations as 
low as $20 wrapped in plastic 
and coated with a powder 
that smelled of sulfur, and 
then covered by foam and the 
backing of the mattress pads. 
There were also layers of bills 
in the walls of the cabinets. 
There was no immediate 
information on the owner of 


the shipment. Drug cartels 
frequently ship large amounts 
of cash back to South America 
to pay for drugs. 

The Tax Authority, which is 
responsible for customs, says 
inspections have been beefed 
up to protect national security. 
Also Tuesday, police in the 
central city of Cuernavaca 
said a female bodyguard for 
a top city police official was 
killed in an attack by gunmen 
late Monday. Assistant police 
director Jose Luis Aragon was 
unharmed. 

No arrests had been made in 
the case. 

The navy reported its forces 
freed 17 kidnapped people in 
a raid on two houses in the 
border city of Matamoros, in 
northern Tamaulipas state. 

The navy said the kidnappers 
had called the victims ’ relatives 
— almost all in the United 
States — and demanded 


money. 

Acting on intelligence 
indicating people were being 
held at one of the homes, 
navy personnel raided the 
site and found a man who 
was apparently guarding the 
kidnap victims. 

That raid led them to a 
second home, which was also 
apparently being used as a 
safe-house by the kidnapping 
gang. 

A total of 17 people — 14 
Mexicans, two Guatemalans 
and a Honduran — were 
freed. Drug gangs in northern 
Mexico frequently prey on 
migrants, kidnapping them 
to make their relatives pay 
ransom. 

In the Pacific coast state of 
Guerrero, police reported 
Tuesday that the decapitated 
bodies of three men — one a 
local policeman — were found 
on a dirt road near the border

with Oaxaca state. The other 
two victims were identified as 
a local mason and a barber. 
There was no immediate 
information on the motive in 
the crime. Federal prosecutors 
in Guerrero said that they 
had brought drug, organized 
crime and weapons charges 
against Rogaciano Alba, a 


rural strongman who allegedly 
worked with both the Sinaloa 
and La Familia drug cartels. 
The Attorney General’s Office 
said Alba was caught with 
methamphetamine and an 
assault rifle in a car near the 
western city of Guadalajara 
in February. He has been held 
pending charges.Q

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Shell spilled nearly 14,000 tons of oil In Nigeria

LAGOS, Nigeria (AP) — Royal Dutch 
Shell PLC spilled nearly 14,000 tons 
of crude oil into the creeks of the 
Niger Delta last year, the company 
has announced, blaming thieves 
and militants for the environmental 
damage. 

The amount of oil spilled by Shell’s 
Nigerian subsidiary was more than 
double what poured into the delta 
in 2008, and quadruple what was 
spilled in 2007 — highlighting the 
worsening situation the oil major faces 
in Nigeria. 

The oil giant faces regular attacks by 
militants who have targeted pipelines, 
kidnapped petroleum company workers 
and fought government troops since 
2006. Its chief executive officer has 
even hinted that the company can no 
longer depend on Nigeria as a profit- 
maker, despite its 50-year history in 
the country. 

Shell blamed the majority of last 
year’s spills on two incidents — one 
in which thieves damaged a wellhead 
at its Odidi field, and another where 
militants bombed the Trans Escravos 
pipeline. In all, some 13,900 tons 
spilled into the swamps, but Shell said 
it was able to recover nearly 10,000 
tons of that. 

In its annual environment report 
released Tuesday, Shell also quadrupled 
its original estimate of oil spilled 
during normal operations in 2008 to 
8,800 tons, blaming an explosion in 
November of that year at its Iriama 


field for the increase in its estimate. 
The government is aware of the spills, 
and Shell has properly taken care of 
the damage and remains “involved in 
serious cleanup exercises,” said Levi 
Ajonuma, a spokesman for the state- 
run Nigerian National Petroleum 
Corp. 

Responding to the spills remains 
difficult, however, as Shell’s workers 
are increasingly seen as lucrative 
targets for kidnapping by criminal 
gangs. 

The company reported that 51 of 
its employees and contractors were 
kidnapped for ransom in 2009, 
compared with 11 in 2008. 

“Nigeria, especially the Niger Delta, 
remains a very challenging place in 
which to operate,” Shell CEO Peter 
Voser said in the report. “Security 
issues and sabotage are constant 
threats to our people, assets and the 
environment. But we are cautiously 
optimistic that conditions there are 
improving.” 

Still, Voser has said Shell can no 
longer depend on growing profits 
coming from Nigeria, a country of 150 
million people that sees nearly all of 
its government operations funded by 
oil money. 

That money funnels down into massive 
federal and state budgets that remain 
ripe from graft in a country consistently 
ranked as one of the most corrupt in 
the world. 

Shell discovered the first oil play in 
the Niger Delta in 1956 and started 
pumping crude out of the swamps 


two years later. It has since been the 
dominant oil company in the former 
British protectorate — and has been 
demonized both by environmentalists 
and by community activists who want 
more of Nigeria’s oil wealth to flow 
back into the poverty-stricken delta. 
The delta itself, some 20,000 square 
miles (51,800 square kilometers) of 
wetlands in southern Nigeria, is home 
to about 150 species of fish and other 
wildlife that remain endangered by 
spills.

Shell also was accused in a U.S. lawsuit 
of playing a role in the 1995 executions 
of activist Ken Saro-Wiwa and other 
civilians by Nigeria’s former military 
regime. Shell reached a $15.5 million 
settlement to end the lawsuit in June, 
but acknowledged no wrongdoing. 
Since Saro-Wiwa’s execution and 
Nigeria’s return to democracy in 
1999, the company has tried to 
burnish its image in the country. The 
environmental reports, started in 1997, 
are part of that effort. □

Kiefer Sutherland 
and costars say 
goodbye to ‘24’

LOS ANGELES - Eight seasons in, “24” was 86’d. But cast 
and crew were still counting their blessings at the drama series’ 
finale party. 

By the time the last episode airs on May 24, there will have 
been nearly 200 hours of “24.” To date, there have been 18 
Emmy wins. 

“I think over the course of the eight years, we’ve had 16 
marriages and 30-something children have been born,” said 
star Kiefer Sutherland, who portrays federal agent Jack Bauer 
on the series. “We were like a family. So, it’s very hard to say 
goodbye.” 

Dozens of the show’s cast and crew members joined Sutherland 
to celebrate in Hollywood Friday night. Among them was 
longtime show regular Mary Lynn Rajskub, who plays Bauer’s 
go-to colleague, Chloe O’Brian. 

She recalled her final day on the set. “When they said, ‘Cut!’, 
I don’t know what I was thinking,” Rajskub said. “And then 
they said, ‘This is Mary Lynn’s series wrap.’ And I just looked 
around. The crew was surrounding me. And I just kind of burst 
into tears.” 

Sad as the end may be, Sutherland said the time is right. 

“It was a lot of different things. It’s a very, very difficult show to 
write. And (executive producer) Howard Gordon . . . normally 
halfway through the season will say, ‘I’ve got a great idea for 
next year. ’ And he just wasn’t feeling it. And all his energy was 
focused on this season eight. He said, ‘This is where I feel it 
should end, and we should be making the films.’ And once he 
says that, you’ve got to go with him.” 

The “24” feature film, still in development, will stray from the 
show’s format in at least one key way: It won’t take 24 hours to 
tell its story of a day in the life of Jack Bauer. 

“The film is a great opportunity for the writers, because it’s 
the first time they won’t be working in real time,” Sutherland 
explained. “It will be a two-hour representation of a 24-hour 
day, so, all of a sudden, it’s very feasible in 24 hours to get from 
England to Eastern Europe, so it opens up our horizons a great 
deal.” 

As for the finale? Rajskub dropped a few clues. 

“Right now, we see Chloe having to come up with Jack and go 
after him, and go against his wishes, which she’s never really 
done,” Rajskub said. “She’s being put in this position of power 
and having to grapple with these decisions that she’s never had 
to do before, so she decides to take it on herself and go find him 
and confront him, and it’s pretty explosive.’Q 


Coroner says Haim died of 
pneumonia complications

LOS ANGELES - Actor Corey 
Haim died from pneumonia 
complicated by an enlarged 
heart, bad lungs and narrowed 
blood vessels, while drugs 
found in his system played 
no role in his death, the Los 
Angeles County coroner said 
Tuesday. 

Haim, 38, died of natural 
causes from “community- 
acquired pneumonia” along 
with lung, heart and blood 
vessel problems, according to 
an autopsy report. 

Low levels of eight drugs, 
including both prescription 
and over-the-counter 

medications, were found in his 
system along with marijuana, 
coroner’s spokesman Craig 
Harvey said. 


“But nothing was at a level 
that would have contributed to 
his death,” Harvey said. 

They included common cold 
and flu medications, such 
as ibuprofen and a cough- 
suppressant, he said. 

Haim, who had struggled with 
drug problems throughout 
his life, died March 10 after 
collapsing in his mother’s

apartment. Haim was ill with 
flulike symptoms before his 
death, and police said he was 
taking over-the-counter and 
prescription medications. 

“The pneumonia is what killed 
him,” Harvey said. 

Mark Heaslip, the actor’s 
agent, did not return a phone 
message seeking comment 
Tuesday. 

California Attorney General 
Jerry Brown said in April 
that Haim employed “doctor 
shopping” to obtain 553 
prescription pills in the two 
months before his death. 
Brown called Haim — the star 
of 1980s films such as “The 
Lost Boys” and “License to 
Drive” — a poster child for 
prescription drug abuse. He 
said Haim obtained powerful 
sedatives such as Valium and 
Xanax and painkillers such as 
Vicodin and Oxycontin. 

However, no Oxycontin was 
found in his body, Harvey 
said. He noted that Haim’s 
heart was abnormally large 
and factored in his death. 

“His heart was 530 grams. The 
average normal heart weighs 
300 grams,” Harvey said. 
Haim also had damaged lungs

and arteriosclerosis of his 
coronary arteries, with some 
vessels 50-percent and even 
75-percent blocked.

Doctor: Bret Michaels 
released from hospital 


Joseph Zabramski, chief of 
cerebrovascular surgery at the 
Barrow Neurological Institute 
at St. Joseph’s Hospital and 
Medical Center, said he 
recommended that Michaels 
wait at least four to six weeks 
before resuming normal 
activity. He declined to say 
when Michaels could resume 
touring.

Zabramski said Michaels is 
fully conscious and aware and 
talking fine, but he has back 
spasms and headaches when 
he tries to walk. He could 
continue getting back pain 
and headaches, but Zabramski 


doesn’t expect any other long¬ 
term effects. He wouldn’t say 
when Michaels was released 
or whether he was sent home 
or to a rehabilitation facility. 
The 47-year-old contestant on

is receiving therapy and 
will probably continue to 
suffer from severe pain for 
another seven to 10 days as 
blood pooled under his brain 
dissolves. Michaels is a Type 
1 diabetic, which limits the 
available options to ease 
discomfort.

Nissan recalls 134,000 
cars over airbag flaw

WASHINGTON (AFP) - Japanese carmaker Nissan on Tuesday 
recalled more than 134,000 US cars sold under its luxury brand 
Infiniti amid fears that the vehicles’ airbags may not deploy in 
a crash. 

The company said it was recalling Infiniti G35 model sedans 
and coupes because of a wiring flaw that could cause the airbag 
to shut off. “This issue came to our attention through an internal 
investigation. We are not aware of any incidents or injuries,” 
Colin Price, a company spokesman told AFP. 

The problem affects US-sold G35 sedans made from 2005 to 
2006 and coupes from 2005 to 2007. 

The cars are also sold in Canada, Puerto Rico, Guam, South 
Korea, Taiwan and the Middle East. 

“On a small percentage of the potentially affected vehicles, a 
harness connector issue could cause the passenger airbag to 
shut off,” the company said in a statement. 

“Infiniti will inspect and repair the passenger air bag harness to 
address this issue.” 

But Nissan USA hinted that more recalls could be on the way: 
“Infiniti will also address this issue in each individual market 
where these vehicles have been distributed.” 

It is just the latest in a string of recalls to hit the US auto 
market. 

Nissan’s fellow Japanese firm Toyota has been hardest hit. 
Toyota has been forced to recall around 10 million vehicles 
worldwide. 

“Infiniti is committed to a high level of safety, customer service 
and satisfaction and is working with its dealers to promptly 
address this issue,” the company said in a statement. 

The firm said it had notified the National Highway Traffic Safety 
Administration (NHTSA), a US government watchdog. 

In a letter to the NHTSA on April 20 Nissan said 134,215 
vehicles were affected. 

Nissan said a wire harness connecting a belt tension and 
passenger detection sensors could be disrupted by movement 
caused by vehicle vibration or passengers getting in and out of 
the car.Q 


Stocks slide as new doubts 
about Greek aid emerge

NEW YORK- Stocks plunged 
around the world Tuesday 
as fears spread that Europe’s 
attempt to contain Greece’s 
debt crisis would fail. The 
euro fell to its lowest point 
against the dollar in a year. 
The Dow Jones industrial 
average lost 225 points, its 
biggest drop in three months. 
The slide erased a 143-point 
gain from Monday. The Dow 
and broader indexes each 
fell more than 2 percent. 
Meanwhile, Treasury prices 
rose on increased demand for 
safe investments. 

Stocks have seesawed in 
the past week as European 
countries’ efforts to agree on 
a bailout package for Greece 
proceeded in fits and starts. 
An agreement finally came 
together over the weekend, 
but its ballooning size of 
$144 billion has investors 
worried that Europe would 
have an even tougher time 
assembling an aid package if 
a larger country such as Spain 
or Portugal were to get in 
trouble. Traders are concerned 
that problems in Greece and 
other countries could spill 
over to the rest of Europe and 
in turn, the U.S. 

The market’s plunge wasn’t 
a surprise to some analysts 
who have warned for weeks 
that stocks were due for 
a retreat. After Monday’s 
rally, the Standard & Poor’s 
500 index was up almost 14 
percent from its 2010 low 
of 1,056.74, reached Feb. 
8. Investors have spent the 
past three months largely 
shrugging off the problems in 
Europe and focusing instead 
on the continuing signs of 
improvement in the U.S. 
economy. The stock drop was 
a reminder that it doesn’t take 
much to rattle investors who 
are on alert for anything that 


could disrupt the economic 
recovery. The avalanche of 
selling could continue while 
investors await answers on 
Greece. But analysts said 
most drops are likely to be 
mild because buyers have 
been using pullbacks as 
opportunities to buy. 

Tuesday’s slump marked the 
fifth time in six days that the 
Dow rose or fell by triple 
digits. The market’s moves are 
reminiscent of the fearsome 
swings in the fall of 2008 and 
early 2009 when investors 
were panicked over how bad 
the recession would get. 

Scott Fullman, director of 
derivatives investment strategy 
for WJB Capital Group in New 
York, said sudden turns in the 
market are to be expected as 
traders wrestle with concerns 
that stocks are overheated. 
“The market has kind of gotten 
itself into a volatile trading 
range,” Fullman said. 

Investors are worried that 
other cash-strapped European 
governments could also ask 
for emergency loans while the 
economy of the entire region 
is still recovering. 

“It’s not as though even the 
strongest economies of Europe 
are doing particularly well,” 
Mike Shea, managing partner 
at Direct Access Partners 
LLC in New York. “Why is a 
plumber in Germany going to 
bail out Greece or Portugal?” 
The Dow fell 225.06, or 2 
percent, to 10,926.77, its 
lowest close since April 7. 
The Dow was down as much 
as 283 points at its low of 
the day. The S&P 500 index 
fell 28.66, or 2.4 percent, 
to 1,173.60. The Nasdaq 
composite index fell 74.49, 
or 3 percent, to 2,424.25. 
The Nasdaq’s more intense 
drop reflected the fact that it 
includes smaller companies 
seen as riskier investments 
than the big names in the

Dow or S&P 500. Investors 
rushed to safer holdings like 
Treasurys, pushing interest 
rates sharply lower. The yield 
on the benchmark 10-year 
Treasury note fell to 3.61 
percent from 3.69 percent late 
Monday. 

The Chicago Board Options 
Exchange’s Volatility Index, 
which is known as the 
market’s fear gauge, soared 
18 percent. That is a signal 
that more investors are betting 
on big drops in the market. 
The euro again fell against the 
dollar as traders turned away 
from the currency used by 16 
European Union countries 
including Greece. When 
investors start doubting a 
country’s economic strength, 
they tend to sell its currency. 
Anthony Chan, chief 
economist at J.P. Morgan 
Private Wealth Management 
in New York, said Greece’s

Serena was down 4-1 and 
saved three set points at 5-4 
before going to a tiebreaker 
against Bacsinszky. 

After dominating the breaker, 
Serena ran off the next four 


games to secure the match. 
Serena said she “felt good” in 
her first match since January 
and that, after falling behind, 
she needed to pick up her game 
and get her rhythm back. 

“It’s a start,” said the 28-year- 
old American. 

Venus had an easier time 
against Schnyder, a lefty who 
had defeated Serena in Rome 
last year. 

Venus was always in control 
of the match, breaking the 
Swiss player six times. 

Venus had been sidelined 
since losing the Key Biscayne 
final a month ago. 

“I think it was a pretty good 
performance. 

I felt good on court,” Venus 
said. “She probably likes clay 
with her type of game and I 
was able to execute pretty well 
out there on the court.” 

The sisters, former Rome 
champions, are preparing 
for the French Open, which 
begins on May 23. 

The third-seeded Safina 


struggled for 2 hours, 40 
minutes with her opponent 
and her own erratic game. 

She recovered from 4-0 
behind to level at 4-4 but went 
on to lose the next two games 
and the set to Dulgheru.

CLEVELAND (AP) — The 
Boston Celtics responded to 
hasty dismissals of their NBA 
playoff chances by beating 
the Cleveland Cavaliers 104- 
86 on Monday to square their 
second-round series at a game 
apiece. 

Raj on Rondo tied a team 
playoff record with 19 assists, 
Ray Allen scored 22 points 


and the Celtics showed they’re 
still very dangerous despite 
their advancing years. 

Having blown an 11-point 
lead in the third quarter of 
Game 1, the Celtics almost 
squandered a much bigger one 
Monday. They led 91-66 with 
9:08 left, but the Cavs scored 
15 straight and pulled within 
93-83 with 3:13 left. 


Boston, though, closed with 
an 11-3 spurt to level the 
series ahead of hosting Game 
3 on Friday. 

LeBron James scored 24 
and Antawn Jamison 16 for 
Cleveland, outscored 31-12 in 
the third. 

Two years removed from their 
17th NBA title, the Celtics 
were given little chance of 
getting past James and the 
top-seeded Cavs. Despite 
beating Miami in the first 
round, Boston was thought to 
be too old, too slow and too 
reliant on the aging Big Three 
of Allen, Kevin Garnett and 
Paul Pierce. 

But the trio combined for 54 
points with Rondo setting 
them up with passes from 
impossible angles. Rondo 
matched the club’s postseason 
record for assists set by Hall 
of Famer Bob Cousy. 

Suns 111, Spurs 102 
In Phoenix, the hosts fought 
off third and fourth-quarter 
comebacks to beat San 
Antonio in the series opener. 


After resting his sore hip for 
three days, Steve Nash had 33 
points and 10 assists for the 
Suns. Jason Richardson scored 
27 and Amare Stoudemire had 
23 points and 13 rebounds. 
Manu Ginobili, tape across his 
broken nose, led San Antonio 
with 27, Tony Parker had 26 
and Tim Duncan 20. 

The Spurs had won four 
straight Game Is against the 
Suns, two of them in Phoenix. 
Both of those times, in 2005 
and 2007, the Spurs went on 
to win the NBA title. 

In the second half, the situation 
seemed ripe for another of 
those San Antonio daggers to 
the Suns’ heart. 

Twice San Antonio rallied 
from 14 back, with a 12-0 
run in the third quarter and 
a mighty 13-0 outburst that 
sliced Phoenix’s lead to 94-93 
with 4:26 to go in the game. 
Stoudemire sank two free 
throws, then after the Spurs 
twice missed 3-pointers, Grant 
Hill made two from the line to 
put the Suns ahead 98-93. 


Parker’s 19-footer cut it to 
98-95 with 3:38 left, then 
Richardson brought the house 
down with a 3-pointer to make 
it 103-95 with 1:23 left.

PONTE VEDRA BEACH, 
Florida (AP) — The 18th hole 
on the TPC Sawgrass is not 
nearly as daunting without 
wind, which was the case on 
a muggy Tuesday morning 
when Tiger Woods set up 
over the tee shot with a 3- 
wood in hand. The ball never 
had a chance to stay dry. It 
started down the left side with 
a severe hook and splashed 
down some 20 yards to the 
left of the water’s edge. With 
a mild curse under his breath, 
Woods asked his caddie 
for another ball. It was his 
fifth ball in the water during 
nine holes of practice at The 
Players Championship. 

He lost two in the water on the 
front nine the day before. 
There have been flashes of 
brilliance, as always, but 
far more shots that hardly 
resemble golf from the world’s 
best player. “It’s just a matter 
of ... getting my mind where 
it needs to be,” Woods said. 
“And certainly, I’ve made a 
lot of adjustments in my life, 
and I’ve gone through a lot — 
a lot. Just trying to make sure 
I get everything organized 
so I can play.” Woods is 
capable of making some form 
of history at just about any 
golf tournament, and The 
Players Championship is no 
exception. Only now, the 
question is whether Woods 
will miss the cut in consecutive 
tournaments for the first time 
in his career. 


He didn’t just miss the cut 
last week at Quail Hollow, 
he missed it by a mile. With a 
79 in the second round — his 
second-highest score in his 
career — Woods posted his 
highest 36-hole total (153) in 
14 years on the PGA Tour. 
Two days of practice this 
week did little to change the 
notion that his game — not to 
mention his head — is not in a 
good spot. 

After three days of rampant 
speculation that he would 
ditch his swing coach, Woods 
said that nothing has changed 
with Hank Haney, who was 
not at Sawgrass. Haney rarely 
goes to tournaments outside 
the majors. 


“I’m still working with him, 
yeah,” Woods said. 

How did he tie for fourth at 
Augusta National in his first 
tournament in five months, 
then miss the cut by eight 
shots in his next start? 

Woods has hit into the trees 
even during good times. 
The surprise was the mental 
mistakes he made, whether it 
was failing to leave a chip shot 
below the hole, or powering 
putts when he should know 
how fast the green is running. 
Woods said it’s getting better, 
perhaps because “it couldn’t 
get any worse.” 

Physical or mental? 

“All of the above,” he said. 
“Didn’t hit the ball very good,

didn’t think myself around 
the golf course very well, and 
didn’t putt well, didn’t chip 
well. I teed up the ball well. I 
didn’t have any balls fall off 
tees. It just kind of got worse 
from there.” 

The Players Stadium Course 
is not much of a tonic. 

While he won The Players 
Championship in 2001, this 
is the only tournament where 
Woods has finished out of the 
top 20 at least five times. A 
year ago, he was in the final 
group, five shots behind, and 
was out of hunt at the turn. He 
wound up eighth. 

Adding to the memories is that 
this is the second time Woods 
has come to Sawgrass this 


year. The other was on Feb. 
19 to make a public apology 
to family and friends for his 
serial infidelity. He never 
looked more uncomfortable 
that day in the Sunset Room 
of the clubhouse for a 13 Vi- 
minute statement that was 
televised worldwide. 
Emotionally, he compared 
the depths of his emotions 
to four years ago, when his 
father died after a long battle 
with cancer. Woods took nine 
weeks off, then returned to the 
U.S. Open and missed the cut 
for the first time in a major. 
Among the differences: After 
missing the cut, Woods didn’t 
finish worse than second in 
a stroke-play tournament 
for the next seven months. 
It’s hard to envision such a 
performance now, not with 
seven balls in the water over 
his last 18 holes, even if it is 
just practice. 

And if he’s not feeling the 
pressure from within, there 
suddenly is an outside force 
— Masters champion Phil 
Mickelson. 

For the first time since the 
1997 Masters that Woods won 
by a record 12 shots, he is no 
longer the outright favorite by 
British bookmaker William 
Hills. Woods and Mickelson 
are joint favorites at 7-to-l. 
Mickelson has a chance for the 
first time in his career to rise 
to No. 1 in the world if he wins 
The Players Championship, 
which he did in 2007, and 
Woods finishes out of the top 
five.Q

Aruba Ports crane back in operation 


ORANJESTAD - The Aruba 
Port Authority Crane has been 
certified and is now in function 
again. This puts an end to 
weeks of irritation and delays 
in the unloading of containers 
with goods for the island. 
Islandcommerce was subjected 
to wait longer to have their 
merchandise on shelves, when 
port workers decided the 
crane was too dangerous to 
use. This created shortages in 
particularly fresh food supply 
and angry business people 
demanded immediate action 
by the Aruba Port Authority to 
repair, replace or add another 
crane to speed up the work. 


After weeks of deliberation 
and control, the APA 
announced this week experts 
were able to fix the some 30 
year-old crane. A inspector 
from the Consolidated Crane 
Inspection of the USA as 
well as executives from the 
Department of Technical 
Inspection checked whether 
the crane is ready to be on 
line and upon that issued the 
a temporary certification. The 
experts said they were satisfied 
with the work conducted to 
repair the crane. They also 
issued the green light to start 
using the crane on Monday. In 
the coming three months, APA 


will work with the experts 
to finalize the control for a 
permanent certification, which 
have duration of a year. 

The process will now include 
work on the crane rails, 
which have been more tightly 
secured. The ports terrain has 
been adapted to provide the 
120 meter space necessary to 
operate the crane safely. Part 
of the rails closer to the shore 
line will have to be replaced 
and this will happen in the 
next 90 days. There are in total 
six matters that have to be 
resolved within the timeframe, 
pending the final inspection. 
APA Director Alfonso 


If housing foundation continues to refuse to meet 
government demands 


Financial institutions ready 
to recall backing from FCGA 


ORANJESTAD - If the government goes 
ahead and creates a new organization to 
provide affordable homes for the community, 
it may seriously affect the current foundation, 
FCCA. 

FCCAhas been established by the government 
decades ago to help provide affordable 
housing for particularly people with low 
income. 

The government always provided the 
necessary lease land and facilities to execute 
projects. However, right before the new 
government assumed administrative power in 
November, the FCCAboard with the approval 
of the departing Minister of Infrastructure 
made a change in the by-laws of FCCA, 
practically shutting the government out of 
the decision making process. The new by¬ 
laws permit only a minor presence of the 
government in the board, and so far have 
rejected all requests of the current Minister 
of Infrastructure Benny Sevinger to have a 
closer look into the financial and management 
of FCCA. 

The Minister expressed to the FCCA that he 
will not tolerate this policy, which in fact, cuts 
the government out of the control of its own 


foundation and that he has all the groundwork 
ready to start a new one. This new foundation 
will take over the task of building affordable 
homes on behalf of the government. 

This announcement created waves in the 
financial world in Aruba. If the government 
indeed decides to pull the rug from underneath 
FCCA, many other investors may also pull 
out, leaving FCCA and its board with major 
financial problems. The foundation gets 
most of its financial backing because of the 
endorsement of the government, and without 
it, the FCCA may not be able to get preferential 
rates on loans. Moreover, FCCA will be at 
the peril that many financial institutions may 
deem the operation too risky and that they 
may recall their own backing. 

Experts here say they do not believe the 
FCCA board will allow the situation to get 
that far, and that the members will rethink 
their strategy, even submit their resignation 
soon in order to guarantee the continuation of 
the housing foundation. Any other decision 
will mean its collapse, which will have drastic 
consequences for current projects, the upkeep 
of homes still operated by FCCA and also the 
loss of job for some 90 employees.□ 



Boekhoudt also clarified 
that the business community 
will not be charged with 
the crane fee while this was 
not in use.

Dancing through life

Our bodies were made 
to move. Ever notice how 
children respond to music and 
are always moving? Teens 
and young adults gravitate 
to dance and sports events 
for socializing. Many group 
and family “Get Togethers” 
involve some kind of sports 
or dancing. 

Besides drinking 
clean water and eating well 
every day, physical activity is 
necessary for a healthy body. 
Phyllis and I are lucky enough 
to live in Aruba where we 
swim in the warm Caribbean 
Sea twice a week. When we 
put on our snorkeling gear 
or go scuba diving, we enjoy 
nature’s exotic aquarium and 
get a stronger workout. 

Moving in water is a 
great way for pregnant women 
or people with sore muscles 
or back pain to get moving. 
Moving in water, you get not 
only a low impact aerobic 
session, but the weight of the 
water creates a resistance when 
we walk, play or swim through 
it. My partner, Phyllis, who 
has been a dancer most of her 
life, finds stretching easy and 
relaxing in the water. I prefer 
the sea to pool water, because 
it is natural. The detoxifying 
and curative effects of salt 
water have been described 
and sought after since before 
biblical times. 

As a clinical 
nutritionist, I’m always 
talking about the importance 
of good nutrition, but exercise 
is equally important for good 
health. Countless studies 
have shown that individuals 
who exercise regularly 
have reduced stress and 
lowered risk of developing 


degenerative diseases like 
diabetes, cancer, osteoporosis 
and heart disease. 

Exercise is good 
for the mind too. One study 
showed that exercising 
by taking dance classes at 
least twice a week made 
people less likely to develop 
dementia. Exercise should 
not stop when we grow older 
either. Another study showed 
that people with Alzheimer’s 
disease remembered forgotten 
memories when they danced 
to music they used to know. 

According to the 
latest joint American Heart 
Association/American 
College of Sports Medicine 
guidelines on physical activity, 
all healthy adults ages 18-65 
should be getting at least 30 
minutes of moderate intensity 
activity five days of the week. 
If you prefer intense activity, 
a minimum of 20 minutes 3 
days a week is recommended. 
If you have a tight schedule 
or are not yet in shape to stay 
active for 30 minutes, you can 
break up your workout into 10 
minute sections or start slowly 
and build up. 

In addition to aerobic 
exercise where you want to 
move enough to get your heart 
to start beating faster than 
normal, resistance training 
at least twice a week keeps 
your muscles and bones 
strong. You don’t have to 
join a gym to get a resistance 
workout. You can buy small 
hand weights to use at home 
or even lift books or kitchen 
items. Working around your 
house or in your garden where 
you lift, push and move items 


is a way to multitask your 
resistance training. 

To keep from getting 
stiff, gently stretch muscles 
slowly at least twice a week 
for a minimum of 10 minutes. 
Stretching is great to wind 
down after a workout when 
muscles are warm. Flexibility 
increases range of motion in 
joints, making daily chores 
easier. This is especially 
important as we age and to 
avoid injuries. 

The more exercise you 
get the better. Statistics are 
showing as kids are becoming 
less active, childhood health 
is going down. Pull the plug 
on the TV and computer and 
watch the kids get going. 
Encourage participation in 
sports and active family 
outings. Remember the toddler 
that doesn’t stop until they 
drop? They are doing what 
comes naturally. Walking is 
probably the easiest to do, but 
choose an activity you enjoy 
and can do often. Involve 
family and friends or get into 
a class to give you support. 

Besides, watersports, 
working or our house and in 
my orchid garden, for our 
other workout, Phyllis and 
I take salsa classes twice a 
week. Scheduling a class into 
your agenda helps today’s 
busy people keep their 
commitment to exercise. This 
way, we never miss a class and 
our dance lessons are good for 
the mind, body and spirit. We 
know our body is working 
because we can feel the 
physical effects. We are also 
less stressed and sleep better. 
But, remember the study on 
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Dementia? Dance classes also 
improve the mind because 
they require remembering 
steps and sequences, so we’re 
protecting our future mental 
health. 

We have always 
been an active family, so 
we listen to our bodies cries 
for exercise and know how 
to support it with food, 
water, supplements and rest. 
However, if you have a health 
condition, are overweight, 
over 65 or have been inactive 
for a long time, its best to get 
a health evaluation and begin 
your exercise program under 
professional supervision. 

For example, if you 
are into extreme sports or as 
we age, muscles need extra 
time to recover from exercise. 
Make sure you are drinking 
sufficient water and eating 
healthy for your metabolic 
type. Using a supplement 
called D-Ribose taken in juice 
can help you wake up the next 
day without the stiffness and 
sore muscles associated with 
overdoing it. B complex and 
other vitamins can give you 
more energy and endurance 
to make it through your 
workout. Whether your goal 
is to build up muscle or loose 
fat, you can do this safely and 
naturally by getting a sports 
nutrition plan from a certified 
clinical nutritionist. 

Get the Point! 
Exercise needs to be part 
of daily life. Dancing is 
just one enjoyable way for 
people of all ages to get into 
and stay in shape. Sharing 
your experience as in partner 
dancing, increases variety and 
doubles the fun. This is good 
for the spirit! Want to stay 
healthy in mind-body-spirit?

headquarters, in the department 
of long-term planning. 
Huddling in the no longer 
smoke-filled room, stocked no 
doubt with eco-friendly coffee 
cups and whole-wheat snacks, 
the savants are pleased with 
themselves. In the great game 
of buying constituencies for 
more government, they believe 
that the gargantuan health care 
law is the greatest coup in 
history. Not only did it create 
millions more mendicants, 
but with the new legislation 
weighing in at 2,000 pages, 
endless new work for two other 
favored groups — lawyers and 
bureaucrats. Brilliant! 

Pushed to the back of their 
minds are disquieting facts 
such as these: The health 
reform law remains deeply 
unpopular, with 55 percent 
(Rasmussen) saying they 
would like to see it repealed. 
The Congress that pushed it to 
passage has approval ratings of 
23 percent (Gallup). President 
Obama’s approval ratings (Bill 
Clinton’s confident pre-vote 
predictions to the contrary 


notwithstanding) have not 
rebounded since passage. 
Never mind, the Democrats 
reason, by hanging Wall 
Street around Republicans’ 
necks and by reviving the 
immigration controversy (with 
a great deal of help from the 
state of Arizona), Democrats 
will win out. Maybe not in 
2010, as off-year electorates 
tend to skew older and whiter, 
but certainly by 2012, when 
President Obama stands for 
re-election. 

The financial reform bill has 
yet to fully play out. But by 
stoking controversy over 
immigration, the Democrats 
are making a shrewd move. 
If Hispanics vote in 2010 as 
they did in 2008, it would 
be virtually impossible for a 
Republican to win. 

John McCain won 55 percent 
of the white vote in 2008. 
Bravo for him. Even with 95 
percent of African-Americans 
voting for Obama, McCain 
would have taken the oath of 
office had it not been for the 
lop-sided Hispanic vote that 
went for Obama by 67 percent. 
While it is true that estimates 
of the total Hispanic vote 
percentage have often been 


overblown (the total Hispanic 
vote in 2008 was 8 percent, not 
the 15 percent widely cited), 
the vote can be crucial in 
some key states. In California, 
Hispanics comprised 16 
percent of the vote in 2008. In 
Florida, it was 14 percent, and 
in Colorado 13 percent. 
According to the Pew 
Hispanic Center, 74 percent of 
California Hispanics voted for 
Obama, along with 61 percent 
of Hispanic Coloradans, 
and 57 percent of Hispanic 
Floridians. 

While it may be possible for 
Republicans to peel away 
some of the 43 percent of white 
voters who pulled the lever for 
Obama in 2008, this seems a 
dubious strategy. Though no 
Democrat since 1964 has won 
a majority of the white vote, an 
irreducible core of white voters 
does stick with Democrats. 
Obama’s percentage of the 
white vote was two points 
above John Kerry’s, and one 
point below Bill Clinton’s re¬ 
elect percentage. The 41 to 44 
percent of whites (to take the 
last four elections) who vote 
Democrat are almost certainly 
left/liberals. Hispanics are not 
ideologically committed. Not 
yet. George W. Bush received 
a respectable 40 percent of 
the Hispanic vote in 2004. As 
Clint Bolick outlined in the 
Hoover Digest, a 2006 survey 
by Latino Coalition found 
that 34.2 percent of Hispanic 
voters considered themselves 
conservative, while only 25.8 
called themselves liberals. 
More than 53 percent agreed 
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that it was more important for 
Hispanics to become integrated 
into American society than to 
preserve their native cultures. 
Offered a choice between 
higher taxes and more 
government spending or lower 
taxes and less government 
spending, 61.2 percent favored 
the latter. Moreover, like other 
Americans, Hispanics tend 
to vote more Republican as 
they age. Hispanic voters do 
feel very differently from 
many conservatives about 
immigration. Pew found 
that 53 percent of Hispanics 
worried about deportation in 
2007, including 32 percent of 
the native born, and also that 55 
percent opposed verification 
of citizenship before obtaining 
driver’s licenses. 

Republicans who favor strong 
measures to limit illegal 
immigration should not 
sacrifice their principles to 
truckle for votes. 

But neither should they 
blindly blunder into a political 
wilderness for lack of finesse. 
Republicans must take care to 
couch their opposition to illegal 
immigration in the overall 
context of welcoming legal 
immigrants and appreciating 
the contribution of immigrants 
overall. Recruiting Hispanic 
candidates ought to be a high 
priority. The Democrats 
are losing ground with all 
segments of the American 
electorate except African- 
Americans. Republicans 
must tread carefully to avoid 
alienating the important 
Hispanic voteQ

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New device zaps airways to 
help asthmatics breathe

WASHINGTON - People with severe asthma 
are getting a radically different treatment 
option: Away to snake a wire inside their lungs 
and melt off some of the tissue that squeezes 
their airways shut. Bronchial thermoplasty 
isn’t for everyone, just a subset who wheeze 
despite today’s best medications. It’s neither 
a cure nor without risk. 

But the Alair system, rolling out this month, 
offers the first method of physically altering 
spasm-prone airways. 

“It does seem to improve your ability to live 
with your asthma,” says Dr. Michael Silver of 
Chicago’s Rush University Medical Center, 
who isn’t involved with Alair’s manufacturer 
but has monitored its development. “I 
certainly have moved from skeptical to, it has 
a niche.” “It’s a very novel, very innovative 
treatment” — but only for the right patient, 
agrees Dr. William Calhoun of the University 
of Texas Medical Branch at Galveston, a 
spokesman for the American Academy of 
Allergy, Asthma & Immunology. 

About 22 million Americans have asthma, 
and medications offer good control for many 
patients. Still, asthma kills about 4,000 
people a year and hospitalizes at least half 
a million. Up to 15 percent of patients have 
severe disease, experiencing frequent attacks 
despite daily medication — and too often 
needing emergency-room care to end the 
gasping. 

“It’s like slow suffocation,” says John Rapp, 
59, of Arlington, Va., who wound up in the ER 
four or five times a year before participating 
in a study of bronchial thermoplasty. 
California-based Asthmatx Inc. estimates 
its Alair system, which the Food and Drug 
Administration approved last week, could 
target up to 2 million adults like Rapp. 
Asthma is a two-pronged disease. First, 
inflammation inside the lung’s branch-like 
airways narrows those channels to make 
breathing difficult. The airways also contain 
a layer of muscle tissue that spasms when 
something irritates the lungs. That so-called 
smooth muscle can double in thickness with 
repeated attacks, making airways increasingly 
twitchy. 

Bronchialthermoplastybeams radiofrequency 
waves to heat up and shrink that muscle layer 
so that airways can’t constrict as badly during 
an asthma attack. 

In a half-hour outpatient procedure, doctors 
thread a flexible tube called a bronchoscope 
through the nose or throat and down into the 
airways. An electrode at the tip beams those 
RF waves through the airway wall to reach 
the muscle underneath without causing a 
bum. 

A company-funded study tested 288 adults 
at 30 medical centers. About two-thirds 


received bronchial thermoplasty. The rest 
got a sham treatment, a bronchoscope that 
reached into their airways but didn’t fire 
— to be sure that if people felt better, it was 
due to the thermoplasty and not a placebo 
effect. Indeed, sham-treated patients reported 
feeling better. Both groups stayed on their 
daily medications. 

It takes three treatments a few weeks apart to 
reach different parts of the lungs. But a year 
later, thermoplasty-treated patients reported 
better improvements in quality of life, 
fewer severe asthma attacks — 26 percent 
of thermoplasty patients had one compared 
with 40 percent of the sham patients — and, 
importantly, a major drop in ER visits. 

The drawback: Thermoplasty irritates 
airways, meaning risks right after treatment 
that include temporarily worse asthma, a 
partially collapsed lung and coughing up 
blood. Some 8.4 percent of thermoplasty 
patients required hospitalization, mostly on 
the day of treatment, compared with 2 percent 
of the sham group. 

“If you’re willing to take that short-term 
risk, the long-term benefits are substantial in 
quality-of-life,” concludes Dr. Mario Castro 
of Washington University in St. Fouis, who 
led the study. “We’ve maximized everything 
we currently have available for these patients 
... and they’re still not controlled.” 

The big caution, says Rush’s Silver: What 
are the long-term effects? RF is used safely 
in other health conditions, and animal studies 
and some patients tracked for several years 
don’t suggest problems. But Silver asks if 
scarring might show up years later and how 
long thermoplasty’s benefits last. The FDA 
is requiring Asthmatx to conduct a five-year 
study to find out. 

Thermoplasty isn’t for patients currently 
experiencing worsening asthma or who have 
an infection or a bleeding disorder, FDA 
warns. 

And candidates must have realistic 
expectations, adds Texas’ Calhoun. 
Thermoplasty doesn’t reach smaller airways, 
or treat asthma’s inflammatory side. 

Typical bronchoscopes range from $2,000 
to $4,000, he says, and it’s not how much 
an Alair-aided one will cost. Asthmatx says 
the disposable catheter for each procedure 
costs $1,500; doctors also will need the wire¬ 
heating machine, which costs about $30,000, 
similar to other radiofrequency generators. 
Back in Virginia, Rapp hasn’t made an ER visit 
in the three years since his thermoplasty, and 
says the shortness of breath he experienced 
from a partially collapsed lung after one trial 
treatment cleared up quickly. 

“I can run around like a wild idiot, have fun 
with the dog, with my daughter,” he says. 
“I’m always going to have asthma symptoms 
but this greatly reduces them.” □ 


Study: Growth hormone can 
aid athletic performance

NEW YORK - Researchers are reporting the first scientific 
evidence that a hormone banned in sports can boost athletic 
performance. 

The improvement from human growth hormone was modest, 
and only in sprinting. It didn’t increase strength or fitness. 
Athletes likely to benefit are those in sprint events like running 
or swimming that require a burst of energy, and where a split 
second can decide the winner, the Australian researchers said. 
Human growth hormone, or HGH, is one of many substances 
banned by the Olympics and other sports even though there 
hasn’t been any good proof that it can enhance performance. 
Previous studies in athletes have been small and brief. 

The new research tested it in about 100 recreational athletes for 
two months. 

“This is the first demonstration that growth hormone improves 
performance and justifies its ban in sport,” said Dr. Ken Ho, 
who led the study at the Garvan Institute of Medical Research 
in Sydney. 

Human growth hormone is made by the pituitary gland and 
promotes growth of bone and other tissue. A manufactured 
version is available, but its use is restricted to certain conditions 
in children and adults, including short stature, growth hormone 
deficiency and wasting from AIDS. 

Growth hormone has been used by athletes in the belief that 
it builds muscle and improves performance. It’s also harder to 
detect than other substances because it doesn’t show up in urine 
tests. There’s been a blood test for growth hormone since 2004, 
but it hasn’t been used much outside competition. 

In February, a British rugby player became the first athlete to 
be suspended for using growth hormone after he was tested. 
A few baseball players have admitted using growth hormone, 
including former home run king Mark McGwire who recently 
apologized for using it during his career. 

The latest research involved 103 male and female recreational 
athletes between 18 and 40. For two months, they got injections 
of either growth hormone or salt water. Some of the men also 
got testosterone, which is also banned in sports and often used 
with growth hormone. 

They lifted weights, jumped and rode exercise bikes to test 
their physical performance. Growth hormone didn’t improve 
strength, power or endurance, the researchers said. The only 
improvement was for sprinting on a bicycle, a 4 percent 
increase in sprint capacity compared to those who didn’t get the 
hormone. In men who also got testosterone shots, there was an 
8 percent increase. 

The researchers speculated that the boost from growth hormone 
alone is enough to shave off about half a second in a 10-second 
sprint over 100 meters. That little time “divides the winner from 
the last place finisher,” said Ho. 

The study volunteers who took growth hormone lost body 
fat and gained lean body mass, but it was mostly from water 
retention, not from bulking up muscle, the researchers reported 
in Tuesday’s issue of the Annals of Internal Medicine. 

Side effects included swelling and joint pain. 

The researchers noted some limitations. They couldn’t test the 
hormone in elite athletes for ethical reasons, and they used a 
smaller dose for a shorter time than reported for illegal use. 
Farger doses and longer use might have more impact and more 
serious side effects, they said. 

“It’s not a trivial thing to do a study like this. I think they 
did a very good job,” said Dr. Andrew Hoffman of Stanford 
University, who was involved in a 2008 review of growth 
hormone research. 

The director general of the World Anti-Doping Agency, which 
helped pay for the study, said the results aren’t surprising to 
him and will disprove skeptics who don’t think the hormone
